Can we say that in this country we have 
not been dallying with them Iam struck 
to-day by a speech of an eminent Scottish 
judge (Lord Guthrie) in unveiling a monu- 
ment to Carlyle—a very great writer, a very 
great man, but, like most men, with. his 
faults and his errors. Yet it is well fer us 
to remember that Carlyle introducéd and 
recommended to this country that chgracter 
of Frederick the Great which is at the root 
in vast measure of this evil in Germany. 
Then again, I must say, have we not 
dallied to a dangerous, and even to n 
ruinous, extent with the false criticisms, 
and philosophy, and religions speculations 
of Germany? Have they not found too 
much of a home in this country of ours; 


lord, that if we are wise, and if 
candid, we shall not try to separa 
selves from the other nations who 
engaged in this terrible War, but that 
should rather join together in one 
fession and say, “God be merciful to us 
sinners!" What war must mean is, 
some influences or other have been obscur- 
ing the true action of moral life and 
spiritual life between us. Human society 
is a vast organism built up on moral and 
righteous principles, and it is held together 
by these principles. In other words, in the 
highest form of the expression, it depends 
entirely upon the prevalence of love 
between its members; and when these 
relations of righteousness become clonded, 
when that love becomes obscured, when 
influences which are not in harmony with 
the will of God and Christ spread among 
people, then the bonds which hold society 
inevitably become loosened, and you get a 
convulsion of this kind. : 

I own I am astonished sometimes, and I 
think we all ought to wonder, at the ease, 
the lightness, with which statesmen and 
public men, and we ourselves, talk of the 
confidence that has to be placed in our 
political arrangements, and in the people of 
this country. They forget that saying, 
“Put not your trust in princes, nor in any 
child of man, for there is no help in them.”

This arrange- 
ment holds good throughout the civilised 
world. It need not be taken as a precedent 
suggesting a permanent alteration of the 
period hitherto devoted to the observance 
of the Universal Week of Prayer—the week 
commencing with the first Sunday of each 
new year, but having regard to the facts 
that the first Sunday of 1917 does not fall 
until January 7th, and that, by approval of 
H.M. the King, Sunday, December 3ist, 
has been appointed a Day of National 
Prayer, the alteration referred to has been 
adopted for the 1917 observance. We are 
glad to be able to report, during the third 
year of the War, good progress in this 
department of Alliance work. In our last 


issue, commenting on the Week of Prayer, 


we referred to the adoption of the universal 
Programme by the Federal Council of the 
Churches of Christ in America, an accession 
of strength which we trust may develop 
into closer co-operation with the Alliance 
for the furtherance in the United States of 
America of the principles and practical 
work represented by the Alliance. 

In other countries, neutral as well as bel- 
ligerent, with few exceptions, the universal 
Programme will also be in circulation, either 


in English or printed in the language of 
the country. It has been most encouraging 
to receive from neutral countries letters 
expressing approval of the Programme, and 
emphasising the importance of the forth- 
coming Week of Prayer, in view of the 
serious international situation. It is not 
necessary to enlarge upon this. It is a time 
for action, for every possible demonstration 
of friendship, and fellowship in truth and 
love. It is one thing for an individual, a 
Church, or a Nation to realise the import- 
ance of Prayer; it.is another for either or 
all to do it—to pray. Among the sacrifices 
which the War is calling forth, we hope and 
believe the forthcoming Week of Prayer, 
and the solemn responsibility it places upon 
all who profess or call themselves Christians 
to pray, will call forth sacrifices both of 
time and energy in the exercise of private 
and public devotions.
